The Crawford County jail has no facilities for women and 
the county must board women inmates at other jails at a cost 
of $25 a day in addition to the cost of transporting inmates. 
Other inmates must be boarded at other jails when Crawford 
is filled up. The county jail holds 20 inmates and has been 
operating near maximum capacity for more than a year, 
Sheriff Joe White said. The large number of prisoners is a 
result of the sheriff department’s efforts to concentrate on 
violent crimes in the county and get serious offenders off the 
streets, White said.

Senior Housing Unit 
Nearing Completion 


A new 18-unit senior citizen building on 
Lawndale Drive is nearing completion three 
months ahead of schedule. 

Lora Gould, Executive Director for the 
Grayling Housing Commission, said the 
contract completion date for the two-story 
unit is February 19, but Hallmark Construc- 
tion, of Traverse City, expects to be finished 
in November. 


The housing project features eight han- 
dicap units on the lower level - four of the 
units for persons using wheel chairs. The 
second level has ten apartments for seniors. 
Two stairways and one elevator connect the 
two floors. 

Laundry facilities are located on both 
floors and the lower story has a small com- 
munity room as well as office and main- 
tenance space. The first floor units each 
have patios and doors opening onto the 
patios. The main door to the housing project 
will have a security system allowing visitors 


to call to apartments. The occupant can then 
electronically open the main door to let the 
visitor in if they want to. 

Mail boxes for each unit will be located in 
the main hallway in addition to a letter drop , 
box. 

Gould said handicapped persons currently 
in other senior citizen housing will be 
moved to the new units creating openings 
in the present units. Any seniors interested 
in living in the new or present units should 
apply at the senior citizen center on Lawn- 
dale. 

Rent at senior housing is 30 percent of 
total monthly income - including Social 
Security, pensions, interest, and other in- 
come. The rent covers heat, electricity, 
water, sewer, and maintenance costs. Oc- 
cupants pay for their own telephone if they 
want one. Residents must be able to take 
care of themselves, Gould said. The senior 
center is not a nursing home but offers in- 
dependent living. 


Survey Shows Most Support 
For New Building Option 


A new middle school proposal defeated in 
September still has the best chance among 
several options of being approved, said 
Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds. 

After viewing a survey of 821 voters from 
the September election, Reynolds said he 
will recommend to the school board that 
they place the same proposal for a new mid- 
dle school on the annual June school ballot. 
A $4.3 million proposal for a new middle 
school attached to the high school was 


defeated Sept. 13 by a 1,233-766 count. 

The survey represented about 41 percent 
of the voters in the September election. Yes 
voters responding number 473 while 348 no 
voters responded. 

Nearly 400 persons favored the same 
proposal over renovation and separate 
buildings at the high school or elementary 
school sites. Reynolds said 83 of the no 
voters said they wouid vote yes to a proposal 
to renovate the existing middle school, but

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Efforts by both legislators and 
Governor James Blanchard towards 
adoption of an interstate compact 
prohibiting the diversion of Great 
Lakes water to other parts of the 
country got underway recently. 

Blanchard announced he was 
corresponding to all other Great 
Lakes states governors to assess 
their interest in such a compact and 
several legislators, led by Rep. Mary 
Ellen Parrott (D-Utica), announced 
they were preparing legislation to 
prohibit any water diversions. 

Parrott, along with Reps. Pat 
Gagliardi (D-Drummond Island), 
Jeff Padden (D-Wyandotte), Sen. 
Mitch Irwin (D-Sault Ste. Marie) 
and Natural Resources Director 
Ronald Skoog, said the legislation 
would be a “unified starting point,” 
but that “ultimately we must seek 
strength and solidarity’ with the 
other Great Lakes states and 
Canada to prevent any diversion of 
water to areas such as the southwest 
states. 

Any such diversions of water 
could have tremendous impact on 
the states, especially Michigan, both 
environmentally and economically, 
she said. 

“A drawing down of one inch in 
the Great Lakes level has a tremen- 
dous impact on shipping,” Parrott 
said, forcing freighters to carry 
smaller loads and increasing ship- 
ping costs. 

The legislators admitted that 
Michigan by itself could not prevent 
any diversions from the lakes, but 
argued that an interstate compact 
could help stop any diversion. 

Asked if the issue was not even- 
tually a lost cause for the Great 
Lakes states as the nation’s popula- 
tion was shifting more towards the 
west and southern states with 
greater political impact, Padden 


rive Begins To Prevent 
Water Diversion from Great Lakes 


Warren M. Hoyt, Executive Director, MPA 


said a political strategy will have to 
be developed to get an interstate 
compact approved by Congress, 
which must approve interstate cone 
pacts. 

It was possible, he said, that iis 
Great Lakes states could draw on 
the support of states that would not 
be involved in any specific diversion 
issue. 

Blanchard said he would initiate 
discussions with other Great Lakes 
chief executives at their November 
16-18 meeting in Indianapolis on an 
interstate compact. 

Last month, the House and Senate 
both approved a resolution, sponsor- 
ed by Gagliardi, urging Congress to 
oppose any diversion of Great Lakes 
water. 

Governor Bisites 
Job Training Office 

Blanchard recently announced the 
creation of a new office of Job Train- 
ing and appointed Deputy State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Eugene Paslov as director. 

The executive order creating the 
office directs all departments to 
assign existing staff to assist in 
planning, implementation and ad- 
ministration of $40 million in federal 
funds. 

The federal funds for the office are 
part of $175 million the state will 
receive under the Job Training Part- 
nership Act. The office is to use its 
portion to design and administer a 
variety of statewide programs, in- 
cluding those from dislocated and 
older workers. 

Blanchard said the office will 
make a series of recommendations in 
the coming months regarding 
specific programs and will work in 
conjunction with the Job Coor- 
dinating Council, the commission on 
Jobs and Economic Development 
and the Cabinet Council on Jobs and 
Economic Development.

Reye’s 
Syndrome 
Update 


Although there has been 
little publicity or much said 
in the past few months about 
Reye’s Syndrome, I have 
been asked to remind paren- 
ts that it is still around and 
doing the same amount of 
damage as before. 

Fortunately, there have 
been only a few cases report- 
ed this past year in Mich- 
igan, but unfortunately, the 
death rate of these cases has 
increased. People are 
forgetting about RS and 
therefore not looking 
anymore for the symptoms, 
sometimes discovering RS 
too late. Remember that RS 
can be very fast moving and 
therefore, time is extremely 
important. 

With the many cases of 
chicken pox, influenza, strep 
throats, and various viral 
illnesses going around 
lately, I am asking you to 
again watch for these symp- 
toms, and in case of doubt, 
seek proper medical advice 
for help. There are certain 
blood tests which are very 
simple and can rule out RS in 
a short time. 

From day 1 to 7th day of 
initial viral illness when 
child should be recovering: 

1. Consistent vomiting or 
(diarrhea in infants). 

2. Extreme weakness, 
lethargy, 

3. Any sudden change in 
behavior, such as becoming 
mean, extremely irritable 
when being touched or 
spoken to, 

4. Forgetfulness, such as 
not remembering simple 


things like where to gobrush [| 


their teeth.

Test at Mercy Nov. 9 


Free blood tests to help 
detect diabetes will be offer- 
ed by 180 Michigan hospitals 
and health centers during 
Diabetes Detection Week, 
November 6-12. The state- 
wide testing program is co- 
sponsored by the American 
Diabetes Association, Mich- 
igan Affiliate and is open to 
persons over 18 years of age 


who have not previously 


been diagnosed as diabetic. 

An estimated 240,000 per- 
sons in Michigan have 
diabetes and don’t know it. 
Persons most likely to 
develop diabetes are over 
forty, overweight, and have 
a family history of diabetes. 
They should be checked once 
a year for diabetes, advises 
Dr. Nancy rapute! Detection 
Chairman. 

Diabetes is a serious 
disease that is a major cause 
of heart attack, kidney 
failure, blindness and death. 
The symptoms of diabetes, 
when present, may include 
frequent urination, abnor- 
mal thirst, unusual hunger, 
rapid weight loss, itching, 
fatigue, blurred vision, and 
slow healing of cuts and 
scratches. 

For hest results, a meal 
high in carbohydrates with 
large amounts of starches 
and sugars should be eaten 
two hours before the test. 
Breakfast could be fruit or 
juice, cereal with milk and 
sugar, two slices of buttered

The Tall Timber

Over the years I have 
heard many common soun- 
ds, some downright weird 
and a few that were plain 
scary, while in the Tall Tim- 
ber. The rasp of a crosscut 
saw or the thunking of an axe 
have not been unusual, but 
for one day last month the 
Tall Timber echoed to the 
ringing clang of sword 
against sword & the sounds 
of what appeared to be mor- 
tal combat waged by knights 
in armor and chain mail.
